C l o n in g Speech© «. 


CHARLES « . MORRISON 
Prosecuting attorney closed the case 
with the following address: 
May it please the court: Gentlemen of 
the jury : You hay e been told so often 
during the progress of this trial of 
y our 
responsibility and the importance of it, 
y ou must now k now it by heart. 
I hay e 
not doubted that every one of y ou has 
fully appreciated it from the first step un 
til now, and that y ou will continue to do 
eo until the last word is said. 
So great 
is its importance to the people of this 
state and the prisoner at the bar that 
nothing should lie left undone, nothing 
unsaid, that can throw a ray of light upon 
the issues of this case or help to ex plain 
the tragedy that sent one y oung man to 
bis grave and another to the county pris­ 
on. 
I ask ed y ou now to indulge me while I 
go over some of the statements counsel 
for defendant has made. 
I have little to 
say of his opening, about which so much 
has already been said, ex cept that he did 
not state in his opening that Mosse had 
traded the Maggie Smith ring for Thiel’s 
watch chain. 
He did in his questions to 
witnesses allude to it, but not in his open­ 
ing. Still I mak e no accusation. He may 
have intended to and in a trial lik e this * 
will tak e no one to task for leaving some 
of the facts and features untouched, in an 
opening statement. 
However he did not 
mention it. 
Will y ou comedown with me now from 
realms of poetry and song, where Mr. 
Bethea so nicely landed y ou, to the facts 
of this case, as detailed to y ou by the 
witnesses. 
I ask y ou to lay aside ali that 
has been said to y ou in this whole case, 
that does not pertain to a history of its 
facts. 
The gentleman' took great pains 
to close by reciting from Shak espeare on 
the qualities and beauties of mercy . Prob­ 
ably , however, he does not admire that 
more than y ou or I. 
If y ou are fond of 
Shak espeare and want to read it I invite 
y ou, when this trial io over, to go to y our 
homes and read it. 
It has nothing to do 
with this case; it is only produced to 
draw y ou away from the real issues of 
this case. 
Now isn’t that true? 
Las it 
any thing to do with it? Mr. Bethea pre 
faced his speech by say ing he would say 
nothing for effect, lie would not utter a 
sy llable for effect, he would say nothing 
that did not pertain to the facts and cir­ 
cumstances surrounding it. 
Has he k ept 
his word? Gentlemen, thirty -live minutes 
of his talk this morning was as far from 
this case as east is from west. 
It was 
not a discussion of the testimony nor a 
discussion of the law, it was simply ldfa- 
lutin talk , made for the purpose of pleas­ 
ing all these people here, and in a vain 
endeavor to tak e y our attention away 
from the case. I find no fault, it has been 
harmless. 
1 simply call y our attention to 
the fact; and 1 want to cull y our attention 
to another fact: 
My friend, .Mr. Bethea, 
even at the marriage of h i* son or daugh­ 
ter may have the thought go rushing 
through 
h is mind that he has assisted in 
turning the defendant loose on an unpro­ 
tected and helpless community . 
It may 
come to him U his t reams, 
as lie say s, as 
he discourses eloquently . Gentlemen, his 
tine remark s might be used on either side 
of this cast*. 
You are not afraid of it, 
y ou will not be frightened away from 
y our duty in this case, y ou will not be 
frightened from rendering a verdict as 
y ou believe y ou should by any such con­ 
siderations 
I believe y ou will try this 
case upon the law and ihe evidence and 
that if y ou believe this man guilty , y ou 
have the courage to convict him. 
If he is 
proven guilty and y ou believe him to be 
so bey ond a reasonable doubt y ou have 
but one course to pursue. 
You are deal­ 
ing with the stern. facts and realities of 
this case alone. 
Mr. Bethea started out in this case 
by 
say ing he felt iu responsibility and his 
inability to cone with counsel on the oth­ 
er side. I believe y ou now feel he la per­ 
fectly able to do so, and that he lua pre 


or produced, he has accomplished, so do 
not feel that any thing on his side of the 
case has been left out. He has presented 
all that the possibilities of it would per­ 
mit, and has done so well. The testi­ 
mony shows y ou that he was employ ed 
three months ago, almost every witness 
in this case lives within a radius of five 
miles of the city of Dix on; their names are 
placed on the back of the indictment, he 
i has a right to see them, if their names 
I were not on the indictment, written no­ 
tice was given him by me, so that he 
might k now every witness; when he say s 
they have not been willing to talk with 
him he is certainly mistak en. They have 
gone to his office by the dozens and told 
him all they k new about the case, there 
has been nothing concealed. No, it is a 
mistak e; 1 have even gone and told him 
what witnesses would swear to that he 
has not seen. 
He will not deny it, no one 
has concealed any thing from him, he saw 
every notice that was produced, three 
months ago the k nife, the ring, the chain, 
the club, every thing has been before him. 
He ha&had the same facilities for ex ami­ 
nation that we hay e, but how is it with 
us. 
I do not complain, the law compels 
us to furnish him a list of witnesses, that 
he may k now who the people are, what 
they arc. What they will swear to, hut it 
does not compel the defendant to da that 
with us. The case of the defendant is 
alway s in the dark until it is presented ou 
the ttiul. We do not k uow the names of 
the witnesses; have no means of ascertain­ 
ing. 1 do not complain, it is a part of 
the law of the land. I am cwntent; it is 
eminently just that the accused should 
k now before he is placed on his trial who 
the persons are, who will swear away bis 
life or liberty . I am also content with 
that law that leaves his case a my stery 
until it sees the day light of court. 
Mr. Bethea say s this is no place to 
tpeak of the horrors of Frank C. Thiel’s 
death; where is the place then, where 
may we go to discuss that; shall nothing 
be k nown as to how that crime was per 
petrtaed? You, the jury , are compelled 
to fix the punishment, and how can y ou 
do so intelligently unless y ou k now how 
attrocious the crmo was. 
How can y ou 
fix the punishment for crime unless y ou 
k now the manner of the crime? I shall 
not ask y ou, I never ask ed a jury in my 
life, to convict any man because it sy m 
pathized with the objects of the crime, 
and I ask y ou not to base y our verdict on 
sy mpathy . I want y ou to base it o n facts 
as presented to y ou. 
Mr. Bethea say s it is the law, or the 
policy of the law, that it is better for an 
indefinite number of guilty men to escape 
than that one innocent man sIiolM suffer. 
Gentlemen, it*is not so. It is not the pol­ 
icy of the law that any guilty man shrfulc 
escape or an innocent man should be pun- 
isned. For many y ears this old saw has 
been harped before juries by criminal 
lawy ers tn every case, and was regarded a 
part Of the law of the land, but a circuit 
judge of this State saw the damage it line 
done, that it was wrong, that it was not 
law and refused to give such an instruc 
lion when ask ed in a criminal ease, the 
defendant went to the supreme court con 
fident of reversal on that point; but the 
supreme court said the circuit court was 
right, aud it was forever banished from 
the jurisprudence 
of this State; it has 
served a had purpose: it goes without a 
murmur of regret from honest people. 
(Comments we omit on testimony of 
Ball and Woody att and what Mr. Bethea 
and Mr. Farrand had said.—Editor.) 
Now I don’t want to try any one in this 
case but the prisoner. I don’t want to 
try Messrs. Bethea,, Ball, Woody att, Far- 
rand or my self, I am glad to say that we 
are all very nice gentlemen and let it end 
here; ex cept that I cannot refrain from 
say ing of William II. Woody att that as 
an officer he has not 
a peer in the 
State of Illinois. 
Very true, Mr. Bethea, y ou never drew 
a salary from the county , but now, hon­ 
est, 
didn’t 
y ou 
at 
one 
time 
have a great desire to do so? 
Is it not 
true that when the people sent y ou down 
to Springfield to mak e laws, y ou drew a 
salary from the state? Did y ou not get 
five dollars a day from December until 
almost after harvest? 
I have no doubt 
y ou richly earned it, and I have no doubt 
y ou drew it as promptly , as industriously 
and us willingly as any man in the state. 
That is all right, we all are glad to draw a 
salary when we can. 
I hope we all give 
value for it; but this 1ms not a thing to do 
with the case and. I would not mention it 
only I am compelled to by what has been 
said on the other side. 
Gentlemen, I want to talk with y ou 
now about the law of this case. 1 thought 
Mr. Bethea would read the prisoner, the 
court, and every body in the house out of 
ex istanco. 
I never heard a man read law 
three straight hours before .in any case, 
civil or criminal. 
I don’t think it ever 
took place in this court before, and what 
did he read! 
I think I am safe iu say ing 
that he has not read a case that was tried 
since the invention of the steam engine, 
lie went back to the time when a prison­ 
er could not be a witness, could not ex ­ 
plain himself. 
It has been but twelve 
y ears since he could do so in the State of 
Illinois; the temptation to perjury was 
deemed too great to permit it, that is 
changed now, his lips are no longer seal­ 
ed. 
Iu the day s of which Mr. Bethea 
reads the accused was not only precluded 
from testify ing, but he was not permitted 
an attorney to conduct his case. 
But 
those day s have all passed away , we arc 
glad to see them gd. 
They have gone 
with witchcraft, done with the whipping 
post, gone with slavery . 


le then read cases to prove that men 
had 
been convicted on positive testimony who 
were afterwards found to he innocent, 
then the old, old cases, so often read in 
criminal trials, showing that innocent 
men bad been gonvtcted on 
circum­ 
stantial 
evidence; 
he 
then 
argued 
that it was unsafe to convict on any of 
the three k inds mentioned. Can this be 
true? If it is it ends punishment for crime; 
there is no other k ind of evidence. JSvery 
man who is now pay ing the penalty of his 
crime behind the grated doors was convic­ 
ted on one or more of these three k inds of 
evidence. If it is unreliable, then go and 
swing alar the doors of every penitentia- 
in this land« and turn the convjcts out. 
ell them they were wrongful!? convict­ 
ed, recompense them for the time they 
lave been there. When, gentlemen, to 
’ollow Mr. Bethea'* reasoning to its con^ 
clusioo, would tak e us to anarchy ; this 
government ‘ could not live, crime and 
murder would run riot, and our streets 
red with blood. Do y ou wonder that 
away back in the old countries, in the 
dark ages of legal history and criminal 
1 rials, when there were one hundred and 
forty -two different crimes punished by 
death, innocent men were some times con­ 
victed, as well on postlve testimony as 
on circumstantial; y et, but eleven such 
cases can be found, and those only by 
ransack ing musty volumes containing a 
history of crimes and trials, before the 
nineteenth century . 
Dare we not convict on confessions. 
Why over fifty men have gone from the 
bar of this court to prison, within the last 
fiy e y ears on their own confession; is this 
all wrong? Dare we not convict on cir­ 
cumstantial evidence ; when that has been 
the evidence that has swung inlb eternity 
nearly every murderer that lias ex piated 
his crime on the gallows for a century . 
When men are about to commit murder 
they do it when no ey e sees them, and 
circumstances alone weavejthe chain of 
guilt arround them. 
I could not conceive why Mr. Bethea 
read y ou the Helen Jewett case, I must 
tell about that case. 
Helen Jewett was a 
woman of bad repute; her home was in 
a house of ill fame; a man by name of 
Richard P. Thompson called often at her 
room, on one night he called and Hellen 
Jewett was murdered in her room; a 
chain of circumstances was soon formed 
around Thompson; it was so strong and 
convincing none could doubt; but Rich 
ard P. Thompson was a man of immense 
wealth and although his heart was black 
witli crime and dishonor he stood high in 
the society circles of Boston; his, influ 
encc was great; be wss placed upon trial, 
his victim was a poor fallen woman for 
who no one seemed to care but her mis 
tress. 
His Influence and money saved 
him; he was acquitted, right was out­ 
raged; Hellen Jewett’s murderer went 
unwhipt of justice. 
But retribution pur 
sued him; he was [clearly proven guilty 
his old associates shunned him, and » 
storm of popular indignation drove Rich 
ard P. Thompson lik e a fugitive from 
Boston and the State of Massachusetts 
he went to the then distant country of 
Tex as to hide liis crime; never agaiu to 
return to Boston. Why did y <K rend that 
case, bow can it help y ou Mr. Bethea? 
The man was not convicted but was ac 
quitted and it simp]}' shows how many 
guilty men escape. 
You refer, sir, to a case tried in this 
country ; that of a man by name of Fritz 
tried for house stealing on circumstantial 
evidence, but he was not convicted either ; 
the evidence 
was circumstantial and 
strong and if they prove any thing, it is 
that juries have been sadly mistak en and 
deceived; and fallen short of their duty 
in a multitude of cases.

The Impo rtance of a Business Ed­ 
ucation. 
Every y ouog person should be acquain 
ed with theoruinary requirments of bus 
iness life. He must k now something of 
jusiness in order to be successful himself, 
or to be of any material service to an v 
one else: He mU9t learn to*bo careful, 
thorough, ex act and painstak ing what­ 
ever he doe» . 
Whatever he learns he 
must learn with the view of some time 
turning it to useful account. 
In a word, 
le must be taught to think , observe and 
discriminate for himeelf. Unfortunately 
i,ho training received by our girls and 
joy s at our institutes of learning, is, as a 
rule, ‘too superficial and theoretical. 
Pu­ 
pils are taught words and septences, and 
not ideas. They can repeat glibly all the 
rules governing spelling, grammar, mm* 
mri, Ac., but they fail to apply th« s* 
when they httempt to write a letter, or to 
do any practical work . * For this reason 
many of our y oung people are placod 
early with business men, to acquire a 
practical k nowledge of these matters 
and the ability to lak e care of themselves. 
Many boy s and girls do not enjoy these 
opportunities. It seems to us that a 
grand, good work could be done for these 
>y bringing them together into special 
schools, wuere the technicalities and 
d u­ 
des peculiar to Che various lines of busi­ 
ness will be ihorbughly and practically 
taught, thus in a very short time, furnish­ 
ing them with the poWer to help them­ 
selves by way of finding desirable em­ 
ploy ment. In such cases the necessary 
drudgery to be gone though with will be 
largely avoided. That work which will 
throw them in contact with live, active 
business men, is the most desirable, not 
only in point of respectability , but b e ­ 
cause it affords them opportunities to 
gain practical ideas of life; to acquire 
business habit* » ml to receive the benefits 
of the wholesome restraint and respousi 
bility ex isting under such circumstances. 
Wo k now of nothing today whose pos­ 
session leads to so complete and » aisiac- 
tory an accomplishment of these ends us 
a practical k nowledgo of Shorthand uud 
Ty pewriting. Yeung people thus eaulp- 
ped readily find employ ment in the offices 
of our best business men. Opportunities of 
this k ind ere constantly afforded by 
every litie of business. Even in the less im­ 
portant departments of this work , tho 
advantages to be derived are immense. 
The stenographer as amanuensis is tak en 
into the safictum sanetorum, so to speak , 
o?tbe business manager and is made his 
confidential clerk . 
Being so intimately 
associated with tne head of the business, 
he gains,* by force of circumstances, pos­ 
session of the methods and secrets of the 
inside work ings of the 
management, 
thus profiting directly by the rssults of 
y ears of ex perience. , Nex t to the m ana­ 
ger, he bolds the most responsible aud 
important position, and is renumerated 
accordingly . This is the surest and quick ­ 
est way , not only to save our girls auc 
boy s from way ward, aimless lives, but to 
give them that solidity and strength of 
character to be acquired only by coming 
into close relations with our leading bus 
iBesamen. 
From this position the capab’a y ouoj; 
man or woman can step into the most im­ 
portant and lucrative positions of the 
business world. 
The practice of stenography in 
the 
higher brauches of reporting affords the 
best possible means for y oung men to get 
an insight into the professions of law and 
journalism. A y oung person who has the 
ability to report court proceedings not 
only has a fine thing pecuniarily ; but is 
most advantageously situated to become 
versed in the practical work ings of the 
law. 
So is it with a reportorial newepa 
der man in the line of 
journalism 
Stenography is a polite acquirement o 
no mean order. The ability to copy the lan

The

the most glaring light. And then, the 
student must think rapidly , as well as ac­ 
curately . 
The one idea that is constant­ 
ly Impressed upon the mind is, that he 
must do his work well, and that with the 
greatest possible despatch.

the way , this is th e chief ssential in ac- 


quiring an education, the power to give 
attention, to see what one sees und hear 
what one hears; and thus 
be able to do a 
ling by actually doing it.) but he must 
do itquck ly , thus furnishing 
the best pos­ 
sible drill in sharpening and 
quick ening 
the ear, the ey e, and the hand; the three 
chief sources 
through 
which 
man not 
only mak es himself master of the mate­ 
rial things of life, but also uulock s the 
treasures of mind and heart. 
Parents 
should teach children to use their powers 
correctly ; to observe to observe with dis­ 
crimination; to hear accurately and to act 
with despatch, storing their minds with 
useful k nowledge anu quick ening their 
every faculty . By so doing y ou have done 
them a service greater than the bestowal 
of millions. For the sak e of y our own 
good name, of society , ot the state, and 
of y our religion, give y our boy s and girls 
that education which will enable them Io 
ve happy , useful and respectable lives, 
and it matters not whether y ou leave 
them a cent of money . 
In this connection it is with great pleas­ 
ure that we call attention to the supple* 
ment furnished this evening with 
T o e 
Evbk ino T elegraph, containing notes 
relative to tho good work which Prof. 
Btelnmann is doing for the y oung people 
of this city , as well for the hundreds who 
come to him from ilmost every state tn 
the Union 1 
We should be glad to speak 
of his work in detail, but in reading the 
ndtes furnished by his gradutes and their 
employ ers, we find that our purpose is 
'ully subserved, and as actions speak 
.ouaor than words, we simply call atten­ 
tion to the results of his work which a» o 
truly gratify ing.

W h y thrust before the people in all their 
financial, social and religious relations, the 
dead issues of a dead strife, when our coun­ 
try, as we had so well hcArd the other day, 
was now being honestly cemented together 
by the glorious memories of the past and the 
bright anticipations of tho future. 
Vest 
read from a Dakota newspaper an editorial 
which said that “enough one-armed and one- 
legged Union veterans are in Dakota to whip 
a whole brigade of traitorous skunks like 
Vest and Butler, and you can bet your boots 
they can do it any day right here on the 
open plains of tho free soil of Dakota, and 
without resorting 
to
